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WN my Tracing the Grievances of the 
ra High Churchmen, and which they are 
A pleafed to make fuch Exorbitant Ex- 
_clamations about ; the fecond Head of Com- 
hs plait is, That the Methods Her Majelty 
takes, to fecure the Church, does not pleafe 
_ them. 
‘This is a large Field, and would employ 
this Paper for a long time ; I aim obliged 
to ftruggle with the Importunity of my 
- Subje& on this Account 5 and my Readers 
~ mutt bear with me for Abridging that Arti- 
cle in fo fhort a {pace ; for the Brevity of 
this Paper would be abfolutely Deftroy’d, 
fhould this particular be- handled in its due 
_ Extent. 
The Queen, to the General Satisfaétion 
of ail thole thst give themfelves leave to 
shink,purfues the Church’s Safery by the moft 
regular, and the propereft Methods that 
can be Imagin’d ; fuch as Peace, Love, and 
Charity among her Subjeéts ; reconciling 


their Unnatural Breaches, buryiug the ree 
meinbrance of thofe Ancient Wounds in the 
State, which Party Policy has made tvo 
much the Occafion of Wounds ia our Com- 
mon Society and Converfe. 

Thefe Gentlemen proclaim the Text of 
the Pfalmift, There no Peace, fays my God,

Profperity ; it was never known till now, 
that Extremities, Pafhion, Fury, and trar- 
ing our Brethren to Pieces, was the Method 
to Common Safety. 

Jt was never known till now, that Peace, 
lInion, Charity, Forbearance, and a the 
Common Methods, and Rules of Civi'ity, 
Courtetie, and Neighbourhood, had any 
thing in them fatal tothe Church or State 
What ftrange Difcoveries are made by the 
High Churchmen of this Age; I profefs my 
felt ata lofs to Difcover !
